While this 
matter jot re-ferCHi7ing tho productive 
soil has been discussed by scientists, a 
goad many of them have been at work 
trying to solve .the problem of getting 
hold of the nitrogen In the air so ad to 
make BOOM practical use of it. Nitrogen 
is the great ejeraent nteded In vegetable 
life.The most cummon form oE nitrogen Is 
In ammonia, and the production of am- 
tlionia from atmospheric nitrogen has 
teen called the king problem of chemis- 
try. Ihis chemical Is the most necessary 
and costly part of all fertilizers, and to 
produce It very cheaply and in large 
quantities would be of great agricultural
